BANKS AND BUSINESS. 

“Whom the gods would destroy they 
first make mad.” An evidence of mad- 
ness is the declared resolve of the bank- 
ing interests of the country to withdraw 
credits from men supporting. the. free 
coinage movement. It has been fre- 
quently asserted that such a policy would 
be pursued by moneyed institutions, but 
only within the last week has it been 
positively announced through the me- 
dium of the Associated Press that that 
course has been decided upon. 

There are two points of view from 
which this extraordinary proposition in 
politiés should be considered. In the 
first place, a threat to withhold loans 
from mem supporting the silver move- 
ment means that loans will be readily 
made to men who will abandon the sup- 
port of that movement. It means that 
men with little property, little security 
and no credit, but with influence in pol- 
itics, can be accommodated at the banks 
by having their notes indorsed by gold 
politicians in reach of the gold campaign 
fund. It means bribery, or it means 
nothing. 

Anotner view | 
the position of the business man. Even 
those of them most earnestly opposed 
from conviction to the silver movement 
must resent the course of the banks in 
this instance. If such a threat can suc- 
ceed once, the dominance’ of the banking 
over the commercial interest will be 
established, and business men will be- 
come thé political slaves of the bankers. 

Such a challenge cannot go unaceepted. 
Business must fight now, or surrender 
its right to independent political thought 
and action. And the people of every 
class must make common cause with 
the business world against the arrogance 
and despotism of great moneyed institu- 
tions. If the independence of the great 
business world can be destroyed in this 
way the liberties of the people them- 
selves will be in danger. 5
